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Sec. Adams Approves 
Report on Eng. Duty

TITH slight modifications made by 
the Bureau of Navigation and Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics, the report of the 
Board, headed by Rear Adm. John Hal- 
ligan, jr., appointed “for the purpose 
of making a study and the submitting 
of recommendations looking to the 
formulation of a policy regarding of- 
ficers designated for engineering duty 
only under the provisions of the Act 
of Aug. 29, 1916,” has been approved 
by Secretary of the Navy, Charles 
Francis Adams. 

By mutual agreement Navigation and 
Aeronautics recommend that no officer 
below the grade of lieutenant should be 
assigned to engineering duty only and 
the Board’s recommendations with ref- 
erence to the number of specialists in 
aeronautics is endorsed subject to the 
development of the need for any addi- 
tional specialists over the present num- 
ber, each case to be decided upon its 
merits. 

After an historical summary of the 
past policy and the working out of the 
1916 act, the Board endorsed fully the 
report of the Roosevelt Board of 1897 
in recognizing that “The construction 
and designing engineers, the men who 
plan and build the engines, should be 
detailed for this purpose from among 
men who have shown special aptitude 
for the work.” After its investigations 
the Board holds that the recommenda- 
tions of the Roosevelt Board to trans- 
fer the control of and the responsibility 
for engineering to the line officers of 
the Navy were in principle sound and 
that, compared to other navies, our 
Navy has fared well in engineering 
during the 30 years since the amal- 
gamation of the Line and Engineering 
Corps. 

Pointing out that there has been a re- 
luctance on the part of some qualified 
officers to repeated engineering assign- 
ments after reaching the rank of Lieu- 
tenant Commander, because of a fear of 
the effect of such duty on their selec- 
tion for promotion, the Board has 
sought a way to attract the most de- 
sirable type of officer and believes that 
by limiting the selections to a small 
number of outstanding officers by a 
board of flag officers they will get of- 
ficers of high ability by giving them 
the enviable honor of belonging to a 
select group. 

It holds also that limiting the number 
of selections will tend against a revival 
of a corps spirit but will develop a 
loyalty to the Navy as a whole, the ex- 
tent of which will depend largely on 
the degree of sympathetic treatment 
by the line. 

The Board points out that the prob- 
lem in aeronautics is acute. Its rapid 
growth and technical development re- 
quires uninterrupted service by techni- 
cians and provides for a gradual re- 
placement of Naval constructors by line 
officer graduates of the Postgraduate 
School where they can receive a course 
in aeronautical engineering. It recom- 
mends a group of line specialists simi- 
lar to the E. D. O. Corps for this aero- 
Nautical duty with recruits from the 
Naval Constructors now in the Bureau 
who are willing to transfer to the line. 

The following are the recommenda- 
tions of the Board: 

“That the total number of officers to 
be carried on the Navy list designated 
for engineering duty only for the 
branches of engineering under the con- 
trol of the Bureau of Engineering be 
a maximum of 66. 

“That of these not more than two 
Should be for radio and sound. It is 
Considered that the apportionment 
as between other branches such as elec- 
trical, Diesel, and mechanical engineers 
Should be determined annually accord-

Pay-Promotion Data 
Sent to Comptroller 


ITH the transmittal of the Inter- 
departmental Pay and Promotion 
Board report to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral today, the six services concerned 
have removed all obstacles to the pas- 
sage of remedial pay legislation as far 
as their end of the task is concerned. 
Now it is up to the Comptroller and 
Congress. 

The study asked for by the Joint 
Committee of Congress, appointed to 
investigate the subject of service pay, 
was considered by many as a plan for 
blocking pay revision, in that it was 
thought that no agreement could be 
reached by the six armed forces on 
the diverse problems of promotion 
facing them. 

Now that a promotion bill has been 
drawn up and signed by representa- 
tives of all the services and accom- 
panied by a revised pay bill gone to 
Congress by the route prescribed by 
the Pay Committee, the issue is square- 
ly before the committee, and before 
Congress to heed to the wishes of the 
entire country and grant the fair and 
just demands of the services. 

Yesterday, the Drafting Committee 
of the Inter-departmental Board met 
at the call of Rear Adm. Frank Clark, 
USN, new chairman, probably for the 
last time. The last meeting of the 
full Board was held a week ago. Copies 
of the Board’s report have been bound, 
and the meeting was for the purpose 
of distributing them. 

Marking the completion of the re- 
port, the Navy Department issued the 
following statement, Oct. 24:

ROA Against Army- 
Navy Operation Cuts 


(CURTAILMENT of current funds al- 

lotted to the War and Navy De- 
partments was severely condemned at 
a meeting of the executive committee 
and national council, Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States, Oct. 
26, at the Hay-Adams House, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The meeting, called by Col. Walter 
C. Cole, president of the associaton, to 
consider regular business, found the 
members present, astonished and dis- 
mayed at-the cut which has been or- 
dered in the Navy, and as yet unan- 
nounced for the Army. 

It was pointed out that the National 
Defense Act had not been carried out 
in any particular, under the appropria- 
tions for the past few years, and that 
to require the return of a large por- 
tion of the inadequate appropriations 
for the year was dangerously weak- 
ening the defenses of the country. 

“After stressing economy for the 
past five years, and requiring the War 
and Navy Departments to cut their 
estimates to the bone,” one officer de- 
clared, “now the administration, in 
forcing the armed forces to pare their 
expenditures still further, can reach 
only one result—they will break the 
bone.” 

A legislative program to be pushed 
by the association was adopted at the 
meeting. Creation of a reserve di- 
vision in the War Department, support 
for the National Guard of the United 
States bill, and increased pay for the 
Regular Services head the list of proj- 
ects in the program.

Speakers Stress Treaty Navy 


Sec. Adams Sees Parity With- 
out “Suspicion, Envy, or 
Competition”’ 


ONFIDENCE that the people of the 

United States will see the need and 
provide the means for a Navy second 
to none was expressed by Secretary 
of the Navy Charles Francis Adams, 
in a Navy Day speech over the radio 
Oct. 27. 

“The recognition of the Navy as a 
potential force available as a means 
of peaceful protection and an agency 
for the furtherance of peace is a suf 
ficient reason America should main- 
tain a naval establishment, limited in 
size by existing treaties, but of the 
highest quality that can be attained 
by wise governmental direction and 
the best thought and efforts of the 
naval personnel,” he declared. 

“There remains, however, the ulti- 
mate requirement that our Navy shall 
protect us in war,” he continued. “It 
must not only be our first line of de- 
fenge, ready t hold the enemy at a dis-

Adm. Moffett Considers Air 
Carriers as “Most Vital Part 
of Treaty” 


ONSTRUCTION of the London 
Treaty Navy as an aid to unem- 
ployment was advocated by Rear Adm. 
William A. Moffett, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, in an address 
at Akron, Ohio, on Navy Day. 

“Eighty per cent of the cost of men- 
of-war is pay of American labor,” 
stated Adm. Moffett, “The building of 
a man-of-war involves all of the arts 
and industries of the country and 
skilled as well as unskilled labor dis- 
tributed over the entire country. There 
is no question that a program for the 
building of ships distributed over a 
period of years would have a most 
beneficial effect on the whole indus- 
trial situation. 

“I hope that the coming building 
program will result in the authoriza- 
tion of the unutilized tonnage for air- 
craft carriers, namely, 55,200 tons, and 
that we will take advantage of the

Renaming Surg. Gen. 
Breaks One-term Rule 


M42. GEN. MERRITTE W. IRE- 

LAND, Surgeon General of the 
United States Army, was reappointed 
to that post, Oct. 25, by President 
Hoover, upon the recommendation of 
the Secretary of War. 


The reappointment, which was fore- 
cast by the Army and Navy Journal in 
the issue of Sept. 27, marks the fourth 
time Gen. Ireland has been named to 
head the Medical Department of the 
Army. Originally designated as Sur- 
geon General on Oct. 30, 1918, he was 
reappointed to four year terms in 1922 
and 1926, and on Thursday, Oct. 30, be- 
gan his fourth tour of duty. 


As Gen. Ireland reaches the statu- 
tory age for retirement, May 31, 1931, 
he will only be able to serve seven 
months of his fourth term. 

Considerable comment has _ been 
heard, since the announcement of the 
reappointment, as to its effect upon the 
pelicy which has been observed until 
now by the present administration of 
limiting branch chiefs to one term, 
Although it is contended by some that 
the appointment does not really affect 
the policy, as Gen. Ireland has such a 
short time to serve, the prevalent opin- 
ion is to the effect that the policy, as 
a policy, has been definitely departed 
from. 

Gen. Ireland, was born at Columbia 
City, Ind., May 31, 1867. He gradu- 
ated from the Detroit College of Medi- 
cine and received his degree of M. D., 
in 1890, and from Jefferson Medical 
College, Pennsylvania, in 1891. On 
May 4, 1891, he was apointed ist Lt. 
and Assistant Surgeon, U. S. Army, 
and assigned to the 7th Cavalry, Ft. 
Riley, Kans. During the years preced- 
ing the Spanish American War, he 
served at Ft. Apache, Arizona Terri- 
tery; Ft. Staunton, N. Mex.; Camp A. 
E. Wood, Calif.; and Benicia Barracks, 
Calif. He was promoted to captain in 
1896. Taking part in the Santiago 
Campaign, July, 1898, he was recom- 
mended for brevet Major, U. S. Army, 
for gallantry 1n action. He remained 
on duty at Reserve Divisional Hospital, 
Siboney, Cuba, until Aug. 17, 1898, 
when he was transferred with convales- 
cent patients to Camp Wikoff, Montauk 
Point, Long Island 

Gen. Ireland was transferred to Ft. 
Wayne, Mich., in November, 1898, and 
on Aug. 17, 1899, was promoted to Ma- 
jor, Surgeon, U. S. Volunteers. Upon 
promotion he was transferred to the 
45th Infantry, U. S. Voltmteers, and 
took station at Ft. Snelling, Minn. On 
Nov. 16, 1899, he sailed with his regi- 
ment for the Philippine Islands taking 
«station at La Loma Church. On Jan. 
4, the following year, he joined Wheat- 
on’s Expeditionary Brigade, and parti- 
cipated in the Cavite Province Cam- 
paign until Feb. 15, 1900. During the 
Spring of 1900 he was on duty with 
his regiment in Southern Luzon, re- 
turning to Manila on Apr. 18. During 
the same year he took part in engage- 
ments at Calabanga, S. Camarines; 
Agdagrion, S. Camarines; Polangui, 
Albey Province; Camalig and Doraga, 
in the same Province. 

During 1901, and until Mar. 25,1902, 
he was in charge of the Medical Supply 
Depot, and Disbursing Officer, Manila, 
Philippine Islands. Returning to the 
United States in May, 1902, he was 
made Attending Surgeon and Examiner 
of Recruits, St. Louis, Mo., and re- 
mained on that duty until ordered to 
Washington, D. C., in September, 1902, 
for duty in the office of the Surgeon 
General. On Aug. 3, 1903, he was ap- 
pointed major, Medical Corps, having 
been honorably discharged from his 
commission in the Volunteers. While — 
on duty in Washington he performed 
many duties, among them being: In 
charge of the Personnel Division; ac-

ing to the needs of the service and the 

availability of suitable candidates. 

“That the following principles govern 
the selection of these officers: 

“(a) Officers designated for this 
duty shall have shown exceptional apti- 
tude for and knowledge of engineering 
machinery, its design and operation. 
They shall be officers of outstanding 
ability. 

“(b) The selection of officers for as- 
signment to engineering duty only will, 
in general, be restricted to officers of 
the line who have completed one of the 
postgraduate courses in Engineering. 
Departure from this rule will be made 
only in special cases and by unanimous 
approval of the Board of Selection. 

(c) Ordinarily officers will be eligible 
for selection when they have attained 
the grade of Lieutenant Commander, 
and, in general, selections will be limi- 
ted to the senior Lieutenant Com- 
manders, within one to five years of 
the date they become eligible for se- 
lection to the rank of Commander. De- 
parture from these rules may be made 
in special cases, by unanimous approval 
of the Board of Selection. 

“(d) The selection from any one 
Naval Academy Class is limited to a 
maximum of seven (7). It is desirable 
that the selections be distributed as 
evenly as practicable among the Naval 
Academy classes. fe 

“(e) The number to be selected an- 
nually is limited to a maximum of 
five (5). 

“(f) The Board is restricted only 
by the maximum number set to be se- 
lected. If, in the opinion of the Board, 
there is not a sufficient number of sat- 
isfactory applicants, a lesser number 


will be selected. 
“(g) Selections will be made annu- 


“That the Board for the selection of 
these officers for EDO, consist of three 
Flag Officers, namely,.the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering, and a Flag 
Officer from the Fleet. 

“That in addition to the foregoing, 
there be not more than two officers 
for specialist duty under the Bureau 
of Ordnance, whose status shall be 
similar to that of the EDO’s. No selec- 
tion for this duty should be made un- 
til requested by that Bureau. The 
Board for such selection should in- 
clude the Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance in place of the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Engineering. 

“That in addition to the foregoing, 
for the aeronautical organization, there 
be established a group of specialists 





similar in status to the EDO’s, of a 
total not greater than 50, including the 
EDO’s and officers of the corps of 
Naval Constructors now in the aero- 
nautical organization. That future se- 
lection for this duty be made annually 
by a Board of Flag Officers consisting 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, the Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, and a Flag Officer from 
the Fleet, from line officer postgradu- 
ates not below the rank of lieutenant 
(j. g.), at the rate of not more than 
five a year and not more than five 
from any Naval Academy class. 

“That any officers of the corps of 
Naval Constructors, now in the aero- 
nautical organization or under post- 
graduate training in aeronautical en- 
gineering, who, upon their own request 
are recommended by the foregoing 
Board for transfer to the line as speci- 
alists in aeronautical engineering, be so 
transferred, under equable conditions, 
and that the necessary legislation to 
this end be enacted. 

“That the act approved May 11, 1928 
(Public-No. 365-70th Congress) be 
broadened, somewhat as follows, to pro- 
vide for engineering specialists other 
than those under the Bureau of En- 
gineering, and to remove any restric- 
tions as to the nature of their duty: 

“ ‘Officers of the line of the Navy not 
below the grade of lieutenant (j. g.) 
may, upon application, and with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Navy, 
be assigned to engineering duty only, 
and that when so assigned they shall 
perform duty as prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. Provided, that 
when so assigned they shall retain their 
places with respect to other line offi- 
cers in the grades they now or may 
hereafter occupy, and also the right to 
succession on shore in accordance with 
their seniority, and shall be promoted 
as vacancies occur subject to physical 
examination and to such examination in 
engineering as the Secretary of the 
Navy may prescribe: Further, that the 
number of officers so assigned in any 
one year shall be in accordance with 
the requirement of the service as de- 
termined by the Secretary of the 
Navy.’ 

“That there be freedom of assign- 
ment of officers who have been selected 
for EDO, as rgards continuity of duty 
on shore and service afloat, to the end 
that their services may be most effec- 
tively utilized, and that they may be 
informed of the needs of the Flieet. 

“That postgraduate trained engin- 
eers who are not for EDO be encour- 
aged to accept repeated assignments 
to engineering duty consistent with 
their development for command afloat, 
and that to this end boards convened to 


phases of defense, such as aviation.” 








Sec. Jahncke Speaks 


"THE London Naval Treaty and the 

work of the Hoover administration 
were highly praised by Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy Ernest Lee 
Jahncke in an address at Houston, 
Texas, on Navy Day. 

In his speech, which was also one 
of acceptance of a silver service pre- 
sented to the USS Houston by the peo- 
ple of the city for which it was named, 
Secretary Jahncke urged support and 
maintenance “at reasonable strength 
and efficiency” of the Navy of the 
United States. 

When appealed to for such support, 
he declared, it is the duty of every citi- 
zen to give it. 

“This duty,” he contmued, “is not a 
duty to the naval service primarily, 
but a duty to yourselves.” 

Mr. Jahncke’s address, in part, fol- 
lows: 

Now discipline is the very essence 
of naval training. It is the foundation 
upon which the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis is built. That great educa- 
tional institution is a fitting symbol of 
the Republic. The democratic prin- 
ciples that we all cherish—equality of 
opportunity, strict impartialism and 
the fostering of a healthy initiative— 
are everywhere manifest in naval 
training. 

All midshipmen at the Naval Acad- 
emy are required to follow the same 
curriculum, to perform the same du- 
ties and to study under the same com- 
petent educators. These latter are, 
for the most part, officers who are 
themselves graduates of the academy. 
Thus they are eminently fitted to guide 
the destiny of our future naval com- 
manders in the early stages of their 
career. 

The training ot our naval officers is 
sometimes criticized as having the 
drawback of too much standardization, 
thus depriving the individual of free

Army WO Situation 
APPOINTMENT to the rank of War- 
rant Officer USA, suspended by 
law for some years, will be resumed 
during the Summer of 1933, it is esti- 
mated at the present time. 


As provided by Congress, appoint- 


ments as Warrant Officers, exclusive 
of the Mine Planter service and of 
Band Leaders, were discontinued until 
the number had dropped to 600. When 
this figure is reached, it will be con- 
sidered the authorized strength of the 
rank and appointments will be made as 
vacancies come about.

On May 1, 1911, he was promoted to 
lieutenant colnel, and on May 18, 1912, 
was transferred to Headquarters, 
Western Division, San Francisco, Calif. 
In September the same year he was 
ordered to the Philippine Islands for 
duty at Ft. William McKinley. Gen. 
Ireland remained in the Philippine Is- 
lands, until June, 1915, when he re- 
turned to the United States for duty at 
Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. 


On May 15, 1917, he was promoted 
to colonel, Medical Corps, U. S. Army. 
Sailing for France in September, 1917, 
he became Assistant Chief Surgeon, 
American Expeditionary Force. On 
May 1, 1918, he was promoted to briga- 
dier general, Medical Corps, National 
Army, and made Chief Surgeon, Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces. On Aug. 8, 
1918, he was promoted to major gen- 
eral (emergency) and appointed Sur- 
geon General of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, which temporary ap- 
pointment was vacated on Oct. 30, 1918, 
when he became Surgeon General of 
the United States Army, with the rank 
of major general. He was reappointed 
Surgeon General on Oct. 30, 1922, and 
again on Oct. 30, 1926. 


In 1919, Gen. Ireland had conferred 
upon him the degree of LL. D. by 
Jefferson Medical College, Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1920 the University of 
Michigan conferred upon him the de- 
gree of A. M., and in 1922 Gettysburg 
College, Pennsylvania, conferred upon 
him the degree of LL.

{Continued from Preceding Page) 
and untrammelled self-expression. Yet 
aside from the maintenance of an ex- 
ceptionally high service standard the 
Navy employs every means possible 
to stimulate and encourage personal 
initiative. 

In fairness to all and to protect the 
individual himself specialization at the 
Naval Academy is prohibited. For it 
is true that every man in a military 
service who is in training as a special- 
ist is in training for a subordinate 
post. 

And, our naval officers are trained, 
first and above all, to command. {It 
is for this reason that although later 
in their career officers are permitted to 
take special courses in highly technical 
fields (such as radio, engineering, etc.) 
they are always required to retain 
a familiarity with the naval service 
as a whole in all of its manifold ac- 
tivities, and to be ever ready to exer- 
cise the sine qua non of the naval 
officer—the art of command. It would 
be unfortunate for the service and for 
our country were it otherwise. 

There can be no better proof of the 
wisdom of Naval Academy training 
than in the many recurring instances 
where we find leaders in American in- 
dustrial life who were first moulded 
in the Annapolis pattern, and later 
through resignation or _ retirement 
from the Navy have devoted their 
productive years to civilian pursuit 
with conspicuous success. 

American citizenship is a beneficiary 
of naval training in many ways. Men- 
tion should be made of our retired 
naval officers who have gone out from 
the service to find places of usefulness 
in private life carrying with them the 
high standards of discipline and con- 
duct. 

No list of naval officers who have 
made substantial contribution in fields 
outside that of their profession can be 
complete. When we confine it only to 
our own time the number is formidable 
with Cabinet officers like Weeks and 
Wilbur; statesmen like Howell and 
Weller; philanthropists on the scale of 
Col. Thompson; scientists of the promi- 
nence of A. A. Michelson; explorers 
like Peary and Byrd, and shipbuilders 
like Homer Ferguson, Joseph Powell 
and H. G. Smith.

Destroyers Scrapped 


Witt the dropping of 17 destroyers 

and two light mine layers from the 
Navy Register, and 18 other destroy- 
ers preparing for decommissioning, the 
Navy has lost no time in stripping for 
action under the new fleet operating 
plan. 

Under the new operating plan, 91 
destroyers and mine layers will be kept 
in commission, with 76 in reserve, 
ready for recommissioning. This will 
give us about 175,517 tons in this class 
of vessel. 

The 19 vessels, which have just been 
stricken from the Navy Register were 
of the group of 59 destroyers and mine 
layers which were decommissioned last 
Spring for scrapping, it having been 
found that their boilers were in such 
shape that repairing would be unwise. 
Twenty of the 59 already have been 
stricken from the Navy Register, while 
a like number are still being used in 
experimental work, and as_ targets. 
They will ultimately be disposed of. 
Since leaving the Scouting Fleet, last 
Spring, the 17 destroyers and two mine 
layers just disposed of, have been lying 
in the “back channel” at the Philadel- 
phia Navy Yard. The vessels, repre- 
senting a total of 19,921 standard 
treaty tons, are as follows: USS 
Charles Ausburn, Coghlan, Isherwood, 
Case, Reid, Touchey, Putnam, Lardner, 
Converse, Flusser, Billingsley, Osborne, 
Sharkey, Lamson, Worden, Dale, Breck, 
Maury, and Mahan. 

In addition to the 20 more destroyers 
to be removed from the Navy Register, 
the following five destroyers go to the 
Coast Guard, the USS Hunt,, Herndon, 
Charles E. Badger, W. C. Wood, and 
the Abel P. Upshur. The latter ves- 
sel has been the training vessel for the 
Washington naval reservists, being 
stationed at the Navy Yard here. 
Two of the 20 vessels to be scrapped 
are now at Hampton Roads, doing ex- 
perimental work. The remainder are 
on the West Coast. 

When the 18 destroyers and mine 
layers now being decommissioned are 
placed in reserve and the scrapping of 
the remaining 20 doing experimental 


tute a group typically representative 
of the naval service.

In citing these two illustrations, I : 
hasten to add that the conduct of these 
two officers is but typical of that which 
would have been displayed by every 
member of the Houston personnel had 
the opportunity been afforded. 


Those principles of democracy which 
prevail in the selection, training and 
promotion of officers apply with equal 
force in the orderly development of 
our enlisted personnel. It is the desire 
of every naval officer to see that, in 
so far as is humanly possible, his en- 
listed subordinates are given those as- 
signments for which they are best 
suited. Not only his own success as a 
leader but the efficiency of the organi- 
zation are dependent upon this fitting 
of the man to the job. 

Many persons in civil life often ask 
how it is that the Navy can assimilate 
an average of 15,000 young and un- 
skilled recruits each year and still com- 
plete the heavy operating schedules 
required to maintain our ships at their 
highest proficiency. The answer is 
twofold—wise selection and constant 
training. 

This selection does not cease when 
the applicant has been accepted by the 
recruiting officer. Throughout his term 
of enlistment the bluejacket is under 
constant scrutiny and observation with 
a view towards placing him in a posi- 
tion of greater responsibility with com- 
mensurate rewards. 

After selection comes training—sys- 
tematic training that begins on the 
first day a man enters the service and 





continues until the day he leaves it. 


Navy takes this promising material 
and by diligent training nearly always 
succeeds in achieving a harmonious 
development of mind and body. 

At the termination of his enlistment 
the untrained boy returns to his home 
community a capable, confident man, 
schooled in a constructive occupation 
or trade, and, what is even more im- 
portant in this age of social unrest, a 
convert to American traditions, a de- 
votee of American ideals. 

The Navy is the nation’s first line 
of defense and must be equal to the 
finest fleet afloat. Yet a race to keep 
abreast with the mighty ambitions of 
other powers would prove a costly bur- 
den to our taxpayers.

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QM Handbook Fills Need 


THE Quartermaster General, United 

States Army, Maj. Gen. John L. 
DeWitt, is now distributing to the ser- 
vice a compilation, prepared in his of- 
fice, known as the “Handbook. for 
Quartermasters.” It is a ready refer- 
ence book for the Corps, containing 
1192 pages with 265 illustrations. 
The book also contains a copious cross 
reference index of 224 pages. The in- 
dex’ will be found extremely useful due 
to its including all Army Regulations, 
Basic Field Manuals, Circulars of the 
Quartermaster Corps, and other pub- 
lications in general use by Army 
Quartermasters. 

The sutpenduous task of compiling 
the Handbook for Quartermasters 
was performed by Capt. Ezra Davis, 
QMC. Capt. Davis was a member of 
the board that compiled the Manual 
for the Quartermaster Corps in 1916. 

The Handbook for Quartermasters 
is arranged into five parts, the first 
four of which conform to the organiza- 
tion of a Quartermaster office and the 
fifth part containing miscellaneous in- 
formation for all divisions. The parts 
are Administrative, Supply, Trans- 
portation, Construction, and Miscel- 
laneous Information. Each of the 
parts is logically subdivided following 
the general divisions of an office into 
branches and sections. At the begin- 
ning of each part or subdivision there 
is provided a ready reference to ad- 
ministrative regulations, orders, cir- 
culars or other publications pertaining 
to the subject. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the handbook is systematized refer- 
ences to Army Regulations, Field and 
Training Manuals, Circulars, etc., and 
which cite the basic number of the 
regulation and not a specific para- 
graph thereof. Since the basic num- 
bers of regulations are rarely changed, 
revisions being made under the origi- 
nal number assigned, and as such regu- 
lations are themselves provided with 
tables of contents, the handbook will 
continue to be a useful reference even 
though changes are constantly occur- 
ring in administrative regulations. 

The book also contains many illus- 
trations of the principal articles of 
equipment, with nomenclature, line 
drawings showing grades of roads, 
plans for temporary buildings for 
mobilization camps with bills of ma- 
terial, tent frames, screening for tents 
and miscellaneous buildings for camps 
including materials required, and plans 
for typical tent camps. 

The Quartermaster General has pro- 
vided a wide distribution of this hand- 
book. It will be mailed direct to all 
officers of the Quartermaster Corps. 
Copies will also be provided through 
Corps Area and Department quarter- 
masters, to each warrant officer on 
duty with the Corps and each non-com- 
missioned officer (grades 1, 2 and 3)

and quartermasters of Corps Areas,

Reduction in Rank 


ISCHARGE certificates of non- 

commissioned officers who have 
been reduced in rank because of re- 
turning from foreign service or for 
other reasons embodying no fault of the 
man, will hereafter contain notations 
to the effect that the reduction of 
rank was “without prejudice,” new 
Army regulations provide. 

Army Regulation 345-470 is changed 
as follows, by orders issued Sept. 17: 
When a. non-commissioned officer has 
been reduced without prejudice 
through no fault of his own, e. g., on 
return from foreign service, the nota- 
tion of reduction on discharge certifi- 
cates will state that the reduction was 
“without prejudice.” Example: 
“Sergt. July 1, 1930 to Aug. 30, 1930, 
reduced without prejudice.” 





Injured by Shell Explosion 


Three soldiers were painfully injured 
by fragments of an exploding 37mm. 
shell at Ft. Benning, Oct. 14. The 
men were members of Company “C,” 
29th Infantry. 

Pvt. George Fullbright was the most 
seriously injured of the three, it being 
necessary to amputate a part of his 
right foot. Pvt. Herman Eller received 
cuts in the arms and legs from small 
fragments of the projectile.

The book explains the fundamental 
principles of storage and issue of com- 
modities in an understandable way for 
the use of clerks and storekeepers. 

A veritable gold mine of tables of 
weights and measures of daily use to 
quartermasters is contained in the 
volume. 

A feature of great value is the il- 
lustrations, 262 of which show the 
various items of equipment which the 
quartermaster is called upon to handle 
along with a list of nomenclatures. 
The. illustrations show spare parts, 
vehicles, harness, tool kits, saddlery, 
horse-equipment, etc. 

Fundamental instructions in the 
layout and operation of laundries, 
with various formulae for washing, 
bleaching and dying clothing is given. 
The motor transport section sets forth 
in detail methods of maintenance and 
operation of vehicles, together with 
tables of reference, weight and load 
capacity of various types. 

A valuable table is one showing 
“type carloads” of military equipment 
that can be loaded on standard rail- 
road cars. Another section of the 
handbook gives the fundamentals of 
elementary engineering to be used in 
connection with the construction, 
maintenance and repair of buildings 
and roads. Also heating systems, 
water reserve systems and sewer sys- 
tems are discussed in a practical way. 

In the compilation of the index, more 
tear 25,000 3 by 5-inch cards were 
used. 





New Director Tested 
'TTHE following information relative 
to the antiaircraft tests at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, Md., was re- 
leased by the War Department this 
week for publication: 

“The Army’s extensive antiaircraft 
tests at Aberdeen are nearing com- 
pletion. Thousands of white smoke 
puffs like balls of cotton have appeared 
and disappeared in the clear summer 
sky above the Proving Ground. At 
night, the puffs appear only as brief 
flashes. But both at night and in the 
day, moving picture cameras record 
the results for analysis so that the 
defense of the nation against air at- 
tack will be progressively better. The 
keen struggle of machine against ma- 
chine is in few places so marked as in 
the race between the airplane and 
antiaircraft defense. 

“The bomber has grown in size, in 
radius of action, in bomb carrying 
load, in sped, ceiling and maneuver- 
ability. Each such improvement ne- 
cessitates higher powered guns which 
will be fast, and accurate as well, to 
provide adequate defense. The Ord- 
nance Department and the Coast Ar- 
tillery have developed such weapons 
for the current tests. They range from 
small .30 caliber A. A. machine gun 
through the .50 caliber and 37 m.-m. 
machine guns, the 3-inch mobile guns 
and finally to the biggest gun, the 105 
m.-m., which can shoot to an altitude 
of 40,000 feet. 

“The 3-inch gun which fires a high 
explosive projectile to an altitude of 
80,000 feet is the weapon of most gen- 
eral application to defense against 
enemy bombers. The successful re- 
sults which may be obtained from this 
gun depend as much, if not more, upon 
the contents of certain metal boxcs 
than anything else. These boxes are 
known as directors, since their function 
is to direct the guns properly so that 
the projectiles will burst at the tar- 
get. Only one is used with a battery 
at a time, but several have been under 
tests, including some from foreign 
countries. While they must be oper- 
ated by a detail of soldiers, they are 
in effect gigantic and highly special- 
ized computing machines performing 
continuous calculations faster than 
any human brain. The basic operation 
is simply the tracking of the target 
through two telescopes, but with a few 
other adjustments this results in the 
continuous flow of the necessary data 
to the guns, corrected for all the many 
conditions affecting accurate shooting. 

“Directors previously developed 
could cope fairly well with bombers 


which flew in straight courses at a | 
| staff sergeant or sergeant, one ser- 


constant speed and altitude, but were 


not satisfactory when they began to | 


maneuver to escape the gun fire. This 
was obviously a serious disadvantage 
and the most intensive effort was made 
to overcome it. An outstanding fea- 
ture of the new type of director is its 
ability to follow a loaded bomber while 
maneuvering to avoid the bursting an- 
tiaircraft shells. During the Aber- 
deen firing this year the plane has 
usually been free to meneuver within 
the limitations imposed by safety to 
the pilot and by the target being 
towed. The results achieved have been 
most encouraging. Once more the 
race between the machines is close.” 


Army Child Wins

GOVERNORS ISLAND SHOULD BE ARMY SHOW PLACE : 
ECAUSE of its position at the entrance of the greatest port of the United 
B States, Governors Island should be made a show place pleasing to the 
eye of the American visiting it and impressive to the foreigner first touching 
our shores. Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely, commander of the 2nd Corps Area, and 
Col. W. W. McCammon, commanding the 16th Infantry, at Ft. Jay, N. Y., are 
doing everything in their power to increase the comfort of the garrison and give 
an air of dignity and beauty to the reservation. But they are handicapped by 
lack of funds, and the necessity of stretching out the dollars grnated to cover the 
project authorized. Troops are being used for road building, ete., because of 
insufficient money, and that they are doing their work with a will and with 
cheerfulness is a tribute to the high character of the morale instilled by Col. 
McCammon. 
The publisher of the Army and Navy Journal visited Governors Island 
last week. The fact that shacks house families on this gateway to our country 
is amazing and calls for instant correction. Gen. Ely has made every effort to 
obtain proper housing, but the necessary appropriations have been withheld. 
The main barracks is completed and the troops are occupying it, but from an 
artistic point of view the building is lacking in merit. Col. McCammon and his 
executive officer, Lt. Col. T. W. Hammond, have given special attention to mak- 
ing the men comfortable. Plans for a Detachment Barracks to take care of 
264 men are practically completed. Plans also are being drawn in the office 
of the Quartermaster General for a hospital of 64 beds capacity to cost $400,000. 
Gen. Ely and the officers and men under his command are to be congratu- 
lated upon what they have accompished. It is to be hoped, however, that suf- 
ficient appropriations will be made during the coming session to enable them to 
make Governor’s Island what it should be and what they desire—an Army post 
of which the Nation may be proud 





NAVY SEEKS FUNDS FOR ZRS-5 
ECRETARY OF THE NAVY CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS announced 

Oct. 28 that the Navy Department has included in its request to the Bureau 
of Budget for appropriations for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1932, funds 
for the construction of the ZRS-5, 6,500,000 cubic feet dirigible and sister ship 
of the ZRS-4, now building at Akron. 

“This request is being made,” Mr. Adams stated, “because if we decide that 
we want the second dirigible, the money will be available to continue work on 
the ZRS-5.” 

In the current fiscal year, ending June 30, 1931, a small appropriation is 
provided for the ZRS-5. The appropriations included in the Navy Department’s 
1932 estimates for work on the ZRS-5 total $1,500,000. 





INFANTRY OFFICERS LEAD OTHERS IN LATEST ARMY RESIGNATIONS 
NFANTRY officers led all others in resigning from the Army during the 
period July 2 to Sept. 30, 1930, when 8 Infantrymen were among the 26 offi- 

cers leaving the Service. The Air Corps came second with 5 resignations, 

followed by the Field Artillery and Medical Corps with 4 each, the Cavalry with 

2, and the Ordnance Department, the Coast Artillery Corps and the Corps of 

Engineers with 1 each. 

Of the officers resigning 2 were majors, 3 were captains, 2 were first 
lieutenants and 19 were second lieutenants. 





ADM. PRATT PRAISES ENLISTED MEN’S RESOURCEFULNESS 
A HOME-MADE high frequency transmitter assembled by two enlisted men of 
the Navy on duty at the Naval Radio Station, San Juan, furnished the 
means for rapid communication between Santo Domingo City and the outside 
world after the hurricane in September. 

The men, Chief Radioman Walter J. Lynch, USN, and Chief Radioman C. 
B. Heiberger, USN, working all night to complete the job, assembled the set. 
The emergency transmitter was transported by plane from San Juan to the 
USS Grebe, which had steamed from St. Thomas to Santo Domingo City to 
render emergency assistance. 

The Grebe did not have radio apparatus of sufficient range to communi- 
cate from Santo Domingo City with any naval radio station. 

The Grebe established communication with San Juan using the hurriedly 
constructed set upon the assigned emergency frequency of 8870 kilocycles. The 
Chief of Naval Operations expressed his appreciation of “the initiative and re- 
sourcefulness that resulted in making provision for the handling of important 
communications in the distress area.” 





GEN. BUTLER TO PILOT 1905 FLIVVER TO PHILADELPHIA 
EVERAL days ago a 1905 model Ford was found in a country barn. Quantico 
Marines rescued it and put mechanics to work on it. Now, according to

Gen. Fox Conner, formerly commandant of that depart- 
ment, has taken command of the First Corps Area, at Boston. Gen. Lassiter’s 
ae command was the Eighth Corps Area, with headquarters at Ft. Sam 
ouston, Tex. 





RELIEF FOR ENLISTED MEN LIKELY IN PAY-PROMOTION REPORT 
HREE needed reforms for relief of the enlisted men of the Army are brought 
forward in connection with the pending report of the Pay-Promotion Board. 
Whether or not they are taken into consideration is conjectural, but it is likely 
that something similar will come out of the final consideration. 

One point, often suggested, is that the Secretary of War should have the 
power, notwithstanding the restrictions of existing law, to promote any soldier 
who has completed 29 years of accredited service for retirement, to any of the 
first three grades in the Army. 

Another is that a soldier once given a specialist rating should not be re- 
os therefrom, except for inefficiency or misconduct. This is deemed very im- 
portant. 

The other point is that an enlisted man of more than three months’ service 
may, under such regulations as the Secretary of War shall prescribe, be appointed 
to the grade of private first class. 





; FOURTEEN NAVAL OFFICERS PROMOTED TODAY 
OURTEEN OFFICERS of the Navy receive promotion to higher rank today, 


COMPTROLLER GENERAL “BOOSTS ANTE” ON QUESTIONER 
'TTHERE’S a moral to this. 


Back in January, 1929, Capt. R. O. Sanderson, A. P.M., USMC, Marine 
Corps Headquarters, paid an enlisted man, Alton H. Jones, $66.90 for travel 
allowance from Annapolis, Md., to Pine Bluff, Ark., based on 1,338-mile travel 
at five cents a mile, for the allowance due him upon discharge from the place 
of discharge to place of acceptance of his enlistment. 


The Comptroller General, however, ruled that the official table of distances 
shows the distance to be, via Little Rock, only 1,143 miles and that therefore the 
officer owed the Government the difference, or $9.70. 


Capt. Sanderson’s next move was to write to the Comptroller General and 
ask that his decision be reviewed. He said: “In connection with this case it is 
pointed out that the payment was made on the basis of a distance furnished by 
the Chief of Finance, War Department, prior to discharge of Jones, and the 
method of computing this distance was not questioned or an attempt made to 
figure out how it was obtained. It is the invariable rule to ask the War Depart- 
ment for distance not shown in official Table of Distances or supplements. * * * 
The fact that the method of computing this distance, in the light of later develop- 
ments, appears to be erroneous, should not, it would appear, be made the basis 
for compelling the undersigned to refund the amount in question.” 


In reply, the Comptroller General was kind enough to revise his decision 
—upward: “The official Table of Distances is required to be used by you and 
the fact that you did not use the official Table of Distances but accepted and 
adopted the erroneous computation made in the office of the Chief of Finance, 
furnished no ground on which you may be relieved of the responsibility for the 
overpayment caused thereby. Upon review the settlement is modified and the 
amount of $11.50 instead of $9.70 is disallowed.” 





FIRST GOVERNMENT SOUND RECORDING STUDIO OPENED 
(THE FIRST sound recording studio of any United States Government depart- 
ment was officially opened at 9:30 a. m., Oct. 30, at Room 3029, Munitions 
Building. This studio has been installed by the Signal Corps under the super- 
vision of Maj. Gen. George S. Gibbs, Chief Signal Officer of the Army. As 
part of the ceremony, a picture of Amos ’n’ Andy in “Check and Double Check,” 
was exhibited. 

The motion picture sound recording and sound reproducing equipment was 
installed by RCA Photophone, Inc., subsidiary of the Radio Corporation of 
America, in laboratory and projection room, operated under direction of Maj. 
C. W. Lewis and Capt. A. P. Fox, of the Army Pictorial Service. Completed 
sound pictures will be supplied to the 60 U. S. Army posts in which RCA Photo- 
phone sound reproducing equipment has been installed.

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Adm. Pratt Speaks 


A BETTER understanding and ap- 
preciation of the personnel of the 
Navy was asked by Adm. William V. 
Pratt, USN, chief of naval operations, 
over the National Broadcasting Sys- 
tem on Navy Day Oct: 27. 
“When we enter the service we real- 
ize,’ Admiral Pratt told his nation- 
wide audience, “that the opportunities 


for business advancement are not 
ours. we know too that we will 
serve all of our _ life-time, re- 
ceiving less money, much less 


money, than those who have attained 
similar positions in the outside walks 
of life. We know, every one of us, 
that when we die we may leave our 
families poor and dependent, and yet 
with all, there is such a love of service, 
and back of it, love of country, that 
you will find much of the fine youth of 
the nation willing to go and take a 
chance in the naval service.” 

The presence of a solid background 
of sound tradition is responsible for 
this wholesome spirit of country above 
self, the chief of operations declared. 

“Regardless of how our nation may 
have grown and how it has changed 
to the present,” he continued. “No 
matter how it may progress in the fu- 
ture, yet in our Navy we have inherited 
a tradition of the sea which dates a 
long, long way back, irrespective of 
the fact that the Navy itself may be 
considered of fairly modern growth 
when compared to that which other 
older states may have possessed be- 
fore us. This is a valuable lesson for 
it enables us to keep alive those 
standards of loyalty to country, of 
training and devotion to service, of 
placing service before self and many 
other traits of character which the 
everyday humdrum existence of life 
tends to make us forget, but which 
we endeavor to give as the Navy’s 
gift to the young men who enlist in 
the service.” 

The full text of Adm. Pratt’s speech 
follows: 

In bringing to your attention the 
Navy on this day, Oct. 27, I wish to 
emphasize to you that the Navy is 
your Service; it is the Sea Force which 
the people of the United States desire 
to have and to keep up. It belongs 
to you. I feel sometimes that this 
point has not been emphasized enough 
and that it may be from your lack of 
appreciation of this fact that at times 
the same amount of interest may not 
be taken in the Navy which you spend 
upon things you think are more in- 
timately connected with you. The in- 
animate part of the Service is ships 
which many of you never see unless 
you live close to salt water, but there 
is a part of our organization, and the 
most important part of it, namely, our 
personnel, in which those who live in 
the interior have exacely as great an 
interest as do those who live in states 
bordering our two great oceans. And 
it is for this reason that I propose to 
make my subject “The Navy and its 
Personnel.” 

I could tell you of the work the Navy 
is called upon to do in time of war. 
It is easy to discuss types of ships and 
the merits of a battleship versus a 
cruiser, of airplane carriers and other 
types; we could tell you what an asset 
the Navy is in protecting our commerce 
lanes; picture what happened in the 
last war and how efficient the Service 
was in meeting the submarine menace 
and in transporting troops across wa- 
ter; we might even sketch a picture 
of how the Navy could be used in the 
future; it is possible to present you 
with a table of statistics showing how 
important it is for a great exporting 
country to have the protection of an 
adequate Sea Fighting Force. You 
yourselves easily can recognize the 
close relationship of the Navy to the 
Merchant Marine and how the sea 
power of a country must depend upon 
the close alliance of these two forms 
of sea service. It could be pointed out 
to you how important is the relation- 
ship between naval sea strength and 
diplomacy, and a picture could be 
sketched how sea power has been used 
in the past in this way. These are 
important and essential factors in the 
conduct of the naval life but what is 
closer and nearer to you than all of 
this is the relationship of the Navy to 
its personnel, for this personnel is 
composed of lads who come from every 
walk of life, who come to us from

It is a lit- 
tle sketch of what the Navy gives to 
this personnel, the boys which you have 
sent to us and which we in turn send 
back to you to become good citizens 
of the country in which they live, that 
I wish to speak of tonight. 

Every institution, every organiza- 
tion, every state and every nation which 
hopes to be enduring, which hopes to 
exert an influence for good in the fu- 
ture, which hopes to live and to hand 
down a name to the future to be cher- 
ished as one of the great names of 
history, must endeavor to create and 
maintain behind it a solid background 
of sound tradition. Years ago when 
this country was in its infancy and 
when it was more a seafaring country 
than it is today, the influence of the 
sea was very strong in the hearts of 
all the citizens of our federal state; 
then we lived by the sea to a great 
extent and built our ships, those beau- 
tiful craft with the tall tapering spars 
which you can recall to memory by 
looking at the paintings and pictures 
that have been preserved from the past 
and which you know about through 
the books you read. You know how 
in the days when our nation was young 
we had a seagoing tradition and on ac- 
count of that tradition we were able 
to lay down and build ships which con- 
ducted themselves with so much credit 
during our war of the Revolution and 
of 1812; you know, too, of the time 
when our Merchant Marine was at its 
apex and when our clipper ships like 
the Flying Cloud made their cruise 
from New York to San Francisco, 
sometimes short of a hundred days. 
The picture of those ships flying 
through the water with all sails set 
is now a beautiful dream, but the fact 
that those ships existed and the men

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ARMY, YALE TIE 7 TO 7 

A hard and bitter fight between 
Army and Yale, Oct. 25, at New Hav- 
en, Conn., resulted in a 7 to 7 tie. 
Army outplayed, outrushed and out- 

ssed Yale in every period, and al- 
though nine first downs were rolled up 
by the Cadets, all in the last half, only 
one touchdown was made. In _ their 
80 meetings, this is the seventh time 
they have fought to a tie. 

Both teams were hampered by a 
wet and slippery field and a ball as 
wet and hard to handle. 

Yale took the lead in the first period. 
Hare, Yale’s big left guard, crashed 
through the Army line and blocked 
Fields’ punt toward the end of the first 
period and Flygare, left end, fell on 
the ball on Army’s 5-yard line. Park- 
er put the ball forward two yards in 
as many plays and Crowley then in 
two more plays went through the 
Army line for Yale’s touchdown. Sulli- 
van tried to drop kick for the extra 
point, but fizzled. It appeared a clean 
loss of point, but one of the linesmen 
came up and announced that Carlmark, 
the Army left end, had been offside 
and that made the point good. 

It was this penalty that possibly 
cost the Cadets the difference between 
defeat and a tie score for Yale. Yale 
was playing a punting game, keeping 
the Cadets away from the Yale goal. 

Army’s attack was carried out with 
vengeance in the second period. Herb 
and Letzelter made short slashes off 
tackle, carrying the ball slowly up the 
wet slippery field. 

Etzelter received a pass from Fields 
which netted 18 yards and brought the 
ball up to Yale’s 30-yard line. Time 
was called and both teams sent in re- 
serves. It was at this time that Booth 
came in, amid wild chering of the Yale 
rooters. The ball was on Yale’s 30- 
yard line, Army’s third down and nine 
yards to go. Fields passed close to 
Yale’s goal line and the ball was in- 
tercepted by Booth, which proved to 
be his, and Yale’s, downfall. Booth 
took the ball on his own 5-yard line 
and the Army stopped him. It was 
in this play that Booth was rendered 
unconscious, 

During the time a substitute was 
being ushered in to replace Booth, the 
Cadets also rushed in several replace- 
ments. The next play was a punt, by 
Yale, which made Army’s 44-yard line. 
Steckner, who replaced Fields, took the 
ball on a fake play and dashed around 
Yale’s left end, making seven yards. 
An opening in the next play was 
made in the Yale line and Letzelter 
went through for a first down on Yale’s 
26-yard line. Kilday then crashed 
through left tackle on a fake play, 
making a 5-yard gain. A pass was then 
attempted but failed. Kilday dropped 
back to a kick formation, hesitated 
after he caught the ball and feigned 
a forward pass. Instead, however, he 
swept around Yale’s left end and was 
finally tackled on Yale’s 6-yard mark. 

A series of desperate plays placed 
the ball on the 3-yard line, then an- 
other, when Kilday hurled himself 
viciously at the Yale line and placed 
the bail one yard from the goal line. 
He then made a last desperate attempt 
to get the ball over for a well-earned 
touchdown. When the players were 
unraveled from a scrambled heap, Kil- 
day had the ball over the line. Bros- 
hous was substituted and added the ex- 
tra point by a field goal. 

Open field plays could not be made 

use of the rain and mud and the 
game developed into a vicious scrap

NAVY DEFEATS PRINCETON 

The Navy eleven, much to the sur- 
prise of followers of football, came to 
the fore Saturday, Oct. 25, at Prince- 
ton, N. J., and scored five touchdowns 
against a furious, but futile Princeton 
team. The final score was 31 to 0, 
This was the first time in Princeton’s 
football history that the Tigers have 
been defeated three times in succes- 
sion. Defeats were suffered in prev- 
ious games at the hands of Brown and 
Cornell, and Yale is the only team to 
ever have whipped the Tigers 31 to 0, 
so Princeton men say. 

Mrs. Herbert Hoover and her party 
watched the game from a box on the 
Navy side. Among those of Mrs. 
Hoover’s party were Charles Francis 
Adams, Secretary of the Navy; Robert 
P. Lamont, Secretary of Commerce; 
Adm. William V. Pratt, chief of naval 
operations, and Mrs. Pratt, and Rear 
Adm. Samuel S. Robison, superintend- 
ent of the Naval Academy, and Mrs, 
Robison, 

The Middy team scored two touch- 
downs before Princeton had a chance 
at the ball. On the toss up the Tigers 
won, receiving the kick. James took 
the Navy’s kick-off and made his 20- 
yard line. In an effort to take advan- 
tage of a tail wind Howson kicked on 
the first down, but his kick went high 
in the air and Tschirgi ran it out of 
bounds on Princeton’s 30-yard line. 
Navy then took the ball and_ tore 
straight down the field. Kirn finally 
carried the ball over for a touchdown. 

Navy’s second touchdown was vir- 
tually given ‘them by the Tigers.

Through the defensive work of Knell 
and Howson, Princeton held off further 
Navy scoring through the rest of the 
quarter and all of the second. It was 
impossible, however, for the Tiger at- 
tack to get anywhere near the Navy’s 
goal line. Navy tore deep into Tiger 
territory during the second quarter 
only to be forced back by penalties. 
The Midshipmen were on Princeton’s 
10-yard line with a first down at the 
end of the quarter. 

The Middies charged out in the third 
period and scored two more quick 
touchdowns. Receiving the _ kick-off, 
Princeton could not gain and had to 
kick, which bounded out of bounds. 
The ball was put in play at midfield. 
Bauer and Kirn carried the ball down 
to the five-yard line, and Bauer finally 
plunged over for a touchdown. Bow- 
strom made a placement kick, adding 
an extra point to the score.

OW THAT THE INTERDEPARTMENTAL Pay and Promotion Board has 
completed its report, rumors will circulate as to the recommendations made. 
These rumors are to be taken with a large grain of salt, and should not be 
allowed to form opinions. As the Services well know, especially in such an im- 
portant matter as promotion, only the text of what is stated will enable a fair 
and impartial judgment as to the effect of a proposal. Therefore, we urge that 
an open mind be maintained until the report itself is available. Congress will 
not move speedily in the matter of promotion. So there will be ample time to 
study the report and determine its effect upon individual fortune. 





ys REACHING AN UNANIMOUS conclusion, the Interdepartmental Board 

is to be congratulated. It is not surprising that there should be wide di- 
vergence of views generally on a subject so complicated, so intimate as that of 
promotion. An increase of pay being of such especial need, and of importance 
to all commissioned officers as well as to the enlisted personnel, it naturally had 
its influence in promoting unanimity in the development of a promotion plan. 
We assume the Services will so look at the matter when’ they are considering 
the full text of the report. 





O FAR AS THE PAY INCREASE is concerned, we find the continued public 
view that something ought to be done at the coming session of Congress, but, 
because of the economic depression, the President is insisting upon paring ex- 
penses of the Services to the bone. Whether he will be able to impress this 
view upon Congress remains to be seen. We note that American Legion Posts 
throughout the country have taken up our suggestion that men should be en- 
listed in the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps during the period of de- 
pression. This indicates the public belief that there should be not only no cut 
in the Services but additional moneys for their support. Moreover, the Ameri- 
can Legion at its National Convention, reiterated its demand for an increase 
of pay. This was proof of its realization that the more money paid to officers 
and men, the more money would be distributed among merchants and others. 
The stimulation this would give to business is obvious. 





THAT CONGRESS IS AWARE of public sentiment, being in closer contact 

’ with the people than the White House, is revealed by a speech delivered by 
Speaker Longworth on Oct. 23 before the Reserve Officers’ Association at the 
Cincinnati Club. Here are pertinent paragraphs: 

“While I do not believe the United States is in any great danger of being 
drawn into another war, yet the world is so unrestful at this time and there is 
s0 much hatred and jealousy toward our country abroad, that I strongly believe 
in taking every measure to insure peace. And the best way to keep aggressive 
oe parame behaving, is to show ourselves too strong successfully to be 
attac o 

“In all questions of a financial nature that have dealt with the Army during 
my long career in Washington, always have I voted for an increase rather than 
a decrease in either men or money.” 

We call President Hoover’s attention to this emphatic assertion by the 
powerful Speaker of the House of Representatives. 





With DUE REGARD TO THE great ability and administrative capacity of 

Maj. Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, we deplore his reappointment by the Presi- 
dent as Surgeon General of the United States Army. Our regret is in no sense 
to be accepted as a reflection upon Gen. Ireland, but.rather as applicable to 
the break down of the one term principle, which we consider as most desirable 
in the Military and Naval establishments. The Bureau and Branch Chiefs who 
have not been reappointed, because of the one term principle, naturally will feel 
they have not been treated justly, and this applies in the case of Gen. Charles 
P. Summerall, who will retire a few months prior to the retirement of Gen. 
Ireland. We would not be surprised should Congress take cognizance of this 
situation, and, by law, place a definite limitation of four years upon the term 
to be filled by Chiefs of Bureaus and of Branches.

IN THE JOURNAL 
60 YEARS AGO 





The doubt in regard to the Shenan- 
doah has been dispelled by the report 
of her arrival at Lisbon, after a most 
narrow escape on the passage from the 
fury of a cyclone which struck her on 
Sept. 12, 1870. 

The London Morning Post gives the 
following account of.some experiments 
which have been made at Woolwich 
with balloons, to test their value for 
war purposes: “These experiments 
have shown that a height of 100 fath- 
oms, at a horizontal distance of 600 
fathoms from the enemy would enable 
the observer to secure the widest ex- 
panse of view.” 


The captures in Metz were three 
marshals of France, six generals, 6,000 
officers, and 173,000 men. There are 
about 20,000 persons disabled, and the 
ravages in the place from sickness and 
wounds have been tremendous. The 
deaths are said to have been 42,000, in- 
cluding the losses in the battles preced- 
ing the investment; but if disease has 
carried off 35,000 in the town, as it is 
said to have done, the total must be 
more than 50,000 dead. 

Preparations are being made to 
launch the gunboat Shawmut, fourth 
class, three guns, 410 tons, which has 
been thoroughly repaired, and indeed, 
rebuilt at the Brooklyn Navy-yard. 
Ways are being laid, and she will be 
in the water in a week or two. 

We regret to learn that Capt. Na- 
poleon Bonaparte Harrison, U. S. Navy, 
died at Key West last week, of pneu- 
monia. He was of that honorable num- 
ber of Virginians who saw his duty 
aright in 1861, and remained loyal to 
his flag.

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Adams Urges Building

tance, but it must be equally able to 

guard our seaborne commerce.” 

The full text of Secretary Adams’ 
address follows: 

This evening the sponsors of Navy 
Day, through the courtesy of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, extend 
to me a welcome opportunity to speak 
of the United States Navy to you, its 
friends and supporters in all parts of 
the United States. 

It is true that the officers and men 
of the Navy are content to do their 
work without talking about it, but it 
is nevertheless certain that the rest of 
the people, whose Navy it is, like to 
hear of it from the service itself, and 
on Navy Day the Navy is invited to 
speak and may becomingly address 
those whom it can not personally wel- 
come aboard ship or on shore stations. 

There, happily, has always existed 
a public confidence in the Navy that 
carries with it an affectionate pride. 
This sentiment makes for further 
public understanding of naval mat-- 
ters. 

Our citizens generally know what 
the Navy has done in the past, and 
they share our pride in that history. 
It concerns all to know what benefit 
their Navy necessarily brings to our 
country and its far-flung commerce 
even in peace and to prevent war. 
Then with a knowledge of our Navy 
as it is today, each of us can intelli- 
gently and heipfully share in the de- 
velopment of the nation’s naval policy. 
I should like to remand you what some 
of the unchanging essentials are and, 
at the same time, convey to you the 
assurance that the officers and men of 
the Navy continue to merit your confi- 
dence. 

Men, with the ships they create, per- 
form the duties of the Navy, but for 
one vital requirement we, in America, 
look to the men alone, and to the good 
traditions of the service which guide 
them. The country thinks of this mili- 
tary branch as a part of our national 
system subordinate to its Constitution 
and laws. The Navy recognizes loyal- 
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ty and justice and necessity of control 
by civil authority. That this require- 
ment has been’scrupulously met is not 
only a proof of the soundness.of our 
system of government, but a mark of 
honor in the record of our Army and 
Navy. At other times and in other 
countries, the civil population may 
have had reason to fear the strength 
of their own armed forces, or their 
military leaders. Such has never been 
the case in the United States, even in 
times of emergency when the military 
branches have reached their greatest 
size. For this happy state of affairs 
we have to thank those who framed 
our Government, but it is worth while 
to remember that our Army and Navy 
have always remained an harmonious 
part of the national life. 

I know of no better training for good 
citizenship than life in the Navy, nor 
any higher credentials for a neighbor 
than an honorable discharge from the 
Navy. It means that the holder has 
met the test of work, discipline and 
honor, and has proved himself to be 
a man entitled to the confidence of the 
community. 

Another essential that we require of 
our Navy is that it shall be in time of 
peace the effective support of our 
Government in its international rela- 
tions. Like other nations, ours must 
shields its citizens from injustice; and 
the Navy, in most cases, is the ac- 
tive or the potential means of 
assuring them protection. When 
called upon to act, the officers and 
men, who then represent us in a dis- 
tant place, do so in a manner which 
reflects credt on all of us. Moreover, 
during the intervals when active steps 
for the protection of our nationals are 
unnecessary, the existence of our 
Navy is a continuing and indispensable 
safeguard which is effective even 
though it may be at a distance. 

As the Navy is the potent and fre- 
quently the unseen guardian of the in- 
dividual American in foreign lands, it 
also lends a background. of strength 
to those collective American interests 
which find a place in our foreign pol- 
icy. Our Department of State is sel- 
dom free from the burden of such

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concerns. ‘The Navy, in the hands of 
those who direct our-foreign relations, 
is an agency effective in proportion to 
its strength. If it is manifestly strong 
and ready, it is an instrument which 
does not have to be wielded. It needs 
merely to exist, in a state of readiness 
and strength commensurate with the 
interest it silently and peacefully 
supports. 

The external relations of a country 
are interwoven with its foreign com- 
merce. The nation whose goods and 
ships go to ports in all parts of the 
world has relations and interests to 
sustain in all the countries of the world 
in times of universal peace. If it has 
a commensurate Navy it is safe to 
say that peace is prolonged through 
many a commercial rivalry. This as- 
sertion may be difficult to demonstrate. 
Incidents do not arise which can be 
pointed to as proof, but the naval 
strength of this country has had an 
easily recognized influence during 
long series of difficulties. 

Perhaps there may never have to be 
a counterpart of the expedition which 
marked the first activity of our Navy 
after the Revolution; the operation 
against the Barbary Corsairs who had 
molested our peaceful and unprotected 
shipping. It may be, however, that 
some day our ocean commerce will 
need the protection of our Navy when 
other nations fighting for their own 
existence upon the sea are careless of 
the rights of neutrals. It is our hope 
that our naval strength may then be 
so estimated that it need not be ex- 
erted. This is a matter that calls for 
prudent reflection and constant fore- 
thought on the part of all Americans, 
for, with the intricacy of our industrial 
development, there has come to us the 
uncompromising necessity for our mer- 
chant ships and our commerce to keep 
at sea and free in the unimpeded 
transport of those imports without 
which we can scarcely live, and of the 
exports without which we can not 
prosper. 

It was the complete acceptance by 
others, as well as by ourselves, of the 
truth that we require naval strength 
commensurate with our national inter- 
ests which caused us to watch with 
solicitude the proceedings of the Lon- 
don Naval Conference. It was the 
judgment of the country that an agree- 
ment for the limitation of naval arma- 
ments would be beneficial, not only to 
the United States, but to the world at 
large, by checking the dangers of com- 
petitive armaments. It was and is the 
instinctive realization of the people 
of the United States that the limita- 
tion agreement should assure the naval 
parity of the United States as a guar- 
anty of our peaceful future develop- 
ment. 

The recognition of the Navy as a 
potential force available in the service 
of the Executive Government as a 
means of peaceful protection and an 
agency for the furtherance of peace is 
a sufficient reason why America should 
maintain a naval establishment limited 
in size by the existing treaties but of 
the highest quality that can be at- 
tained by wise governmental direction 
and the best thought and efforts of 
the naval personnel. 

There remains, however, the ulti- 
mate requirement that our Navy shall 
protect us in war. It must not only 
be our first line of defense, ready to 
hold the enemy at a distance, but it 
must be equally able to guard our sea- 
borne commerce. An enemy at sea 
thousands of miles from our coast 
could, by blocking the flow of vitally 
necessary commodities to our shores, 
paralyze our domestic industrial life 
so as to check an energetic prosecu- 
tion of the war. We are at liberty to 
reach parity in naval strength without 
suspicion, envy, or competition. We 
are confident that our people will see 
the need and provide the means for a 
Navy second to none. 

The country may rest assured that 
today the officers and men of our serv- 
ice are second to none. They strive 
eagerly to keep ships and equipment 
at the highest peak of perfection and 
to keep personnel keen and well 
trained. The people of our country in 
taking the Navy close to their hearts 
may rest assured that their faith is 
well placed and that they are further- 
ing the security of their country and 
the protection of American ideals. 
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. Naval Recruiting Duty 
INLY chief petty officers and petty 
officers first class will be eligible 
for recruiting duty hereafter, the Bu- 
reau of Navigation announces. Petty 
officers second class who are already on 
the eligiblity list will retain their 
standing. 

Enlisted men holding aviation, radio, 
bandsman, or buglemaster ratings will 
be ineligible for recruiting duty. Men 
holding other ratings will be eligible 
for consideration for recruiting duty 
after having completed the amount of 
sea service required for shore duty. 

Owing to the large percentage of 
men who are rejected at the Recruiting 
Training Schools, it is directed that all 
applicants for recruiting duty be thor- 
oughly examined by Commanding Offi- 
cers to determine their fitness for this 
duty. In the past, a number of men 
have been sent to the Recruiting Train- 
ing Schools without having undergone 
any preliminary examination aboard 
ship. 

It is believed that in the past many 
requests were forwarded based solely 
on the performance of a man’s duty in 
his rating on board ship, and that rec- 
ommendation was made as a reward 
for such performance. In forwarding 
such requests, due consideration must 
be given to the duties a man will be 
called upon to perform which, with the 
exception of yeomen, storekeepers, 
pharmacist’s mates, are entirely for- 
eign to those of their ratings. 

The Navy has under continuous op- 
eration approximately 235 substations, 
and with one exception, all are operated 
by enlisted men. In many communi- 
ties the enlisted man is the Navy’s 
sole representative, and the Navy is 
judged by the manner in which he 
conducts himself.

EAR ADM. CHARLES W. DY- 
SON, USN, ret., who designed the 
machinery plans for every American 
war vessel now in service, died in the 
Naval Hospital, Washington, D. C., 
Oct. 25, at the age of 69 years. 


He was a native of Maryland and 
graduated with honors from the Na- 
val Academy in 1883. 


After his graduation from the Naval 
Academy, 1883, Adm. Dyson, after 
various details ashore and afloat, was 
ordered to the Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering in 1900 where he served with 
the division of logs and records and in 
the design division. In 1902 he was 
ordered to the Asiatic Station as chief 
engineer of various vessels, including 
the USS Oregon, and later as fleet 
engineer officer of the Asiatic Fleet 
and the flagship Ohio. He returned 
to the design division, Bureau of En- 
gineering, and served as chief de- 
signer from 1906 to 1910 and was in 
charge of the division from 1910 to 
1913, when he became inspector of 
machinery at the New York Ship- 
building Company’s plant in Camden, 
N. J. 

In December, 1914, Adm. Dyson re- 
turned to the Bureau of Engineering 
where he served continuously in charge 
of the design division until March, 
1922, when he became Inspector Gen- 
eral of engineering for the bureau. 
He held this position until he retired 
for age in 1925. 


During his service as chief designer 
and head of the design division, ma- 
chinery plans for all of the vessels of 
the United States Navy now in service 
were designed under the direction and 
supervision of Adm. Dyson. These in- 
cluded capital ships, beginning with 
the USS Delaware and ending with 
the Saratoga and Lexington; the light 
cruisers of the Raleigh class, with 
horsepower increasing from 25,000 to 
212,300, and destroyers, which in- 
creased from 10,000 horsepower to 30,- 
000 horsepower. During this period 
the propeller work for which the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal was awarded 
to Adm. Dyson was perfected. 


The final proof of his work on the 
propellers was not demonstrated until 
1927 with the success of the new pro- 
peller installed on the Leviathan, which 
was followed the next year by the suc- 
cess of the propeller of the aircraft 
carrier Lexington. The actual per- 
formances of these two vessels checked 
so closely with estimates as to leave 
no doubt as to the correctness of the 
method of propeller design and esti- 
mates which had been developed during 
nearly 30 years’ investigations of the 
performance of propellers of ships in 
service. 

Adm. Dyson retired on Dec. 2, 1925, 
upon reaching. the statutory retire- 
ment age. In March, 1926, he was ap- 
pointed to the Naval War Claims 
Board, Navy Department, where he 
was serving at the time of his death. 

Funeral services were held Oct. 28 
at 2 o’clock, in the Bethlehem Chapel 
ot Washington Cathedral. 

Canon G. Freeland Peter of the 
Cathedral and Capt. Sydney K. Evans, 
Chaplain Corps, USN, officiated.

of the legislative committee, outlining 
the program, said: 

“The legislative committee will work 
to secure the passage of a bill to estab- 
lish a reserve section in the War De- 
partment. This is because it has been 
shown beyond any doubt that the mass 
of the reserve officers believe that 
there are many important reserve 
questions which, under the existing 
War Department organization, are not 
handled as a matter of course. The 
lack of direct responsibility for the 
adequate settlement of such questions 
frequently leads to misunderstanding 
which would easily be settled if there 
were such a section or division. 


“Adequate appropriations for re- 
serve activities, support of the Na- 
tional Guard Bill and increased pay for 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Survey will also be 
worked for.” 

Col. Walter C. Cole, president of the 
assocation, made a number of commit- 
tee appointments at the meeting.

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Col. Holt Resigns 


N commenting Oct. 30, upon the 
reignation of Col. Lucius H. Holt, 
Professor of Economics, Government 
and History at West Point, Gen. Charles 
P. Summerall, Chief of Staff of the 
Army said: 

“By the acceptance of the resigna- 
tion of Col. Lucius H. Holt, Professor 
of Economics, Government and History 
at the United States Military Academy, 
the Army loses one of its most beloved 
and significant figures. 

“In his service as Professor at the 
United States Military Academy for 
more than twenty years, Col. Holt has 
enjoyed uniformly the admiration and 
confidence of the cadets and officers 
with whom he has come in contact. 
His wisdom, his humanity and his out- 
standing ability to impart knowledge, 
have blended to exert a striking cul- 
tural influence, both at the Military 
Academy and through its graduates, 
to the Army at large. He has been 
one of the most active and progressive 
members of the academic board and 
has contributed materially to the educa- 
tional advantages of West Point. His 
resignation, which has been caused by 
the necessity of devoting his time to 
the direction of the extensive financial 
interests of his father, Fred Park Holt, 
is deeply regretted by all his military 
friends. 

“Col. Holt has won distinction in a 
brilliant and varied academic career. 
In his studies at Yale University he 
received the degrees of B. A., M. A. 
and Ph. D. in 1902, 1904 and 1905 
respectively. From 1905 to 1908 he 
continued at Yale as an instructor in 
English. From 1908 to 1910 he was 
assistant editor of Webster’s Interna- 
tional Dictionary. His association with 
the Army began in 1910, when he came 
to the Military Academy as professor 
of English and History, with rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel. In 1919 he became 
professor of Economics, Government 
and History, and since 1920 has held 
the rank of Colonel. He has written 
extensively and authoritatively on lit- 
erature, history, political science and 
economics. In bidding him Godspeed, 
the Army mingles with its regret a 
deep sense of gratitude and a realiza- 
tion that his inspiration will abide in 
the military service for many years to 
come.”

“SHEER DISGUST” 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
] trust you will find space in a current 
issue of your paper to publish the 
following, as I feel that I may express 
the feeling of many in the Service: 

I have just closed the back cover on 
“Parade Ground” and fail to be able 
to resist expressing my sheer disgust, 
especially as you state in your review 
of it in the Oct. 11, issue “it is marked 
for a wide popularity and a prolonged 
sales success.” It makes me cringe 
to think that such a view of United 
States Army life should be given civil- 
ians, who I know are only too eager to 
berate Army people. 

I have been married into the serv- 
ice for the last 14 years, and I have 
never in my career been brought in 
contact with officers or their wives 
who spoke the foul language used by 
the characters in this book. There may 
be a few, but they are so in the minor- 
ity one does not have to be thrust with 
them. 

So far as the description of Army 
life is given it is utterly overdrawn. 
I never knew a “gamer” group of girls 
than the average lieutenants wife. 
True they may have a hard time mak- 
ing ends meet, not able to have ex- 
pensive clothes nor elaborate homes, 
but without a doubt they are the most 
ingenious, clever people on record. I 
have seen many a miserable shack, 
which should have been condemned 
long ago on the Border, at Schofield 
Barracks, and at Ft. Benning, con- 
verted into a real home by their skill 
and numerous trips to Woolworth’s. 
Without a doubt their pluckiness de- 
serves a substantial raise in pay, but 
they wait patiently and “crab” little. 

This vulgar book would lead a wait- 
ing public to believe that nobody lives 
happily in the Service, spending most 
of the time husband or wife snatching, 
as the case might be, and all spare 
moments drowning their many sorrows 
in sordid drunkenness. To me it is a 
shame for an Army girl and an offi- 
cer’s wife, divorced or otherwise, to put 
forth such an effort, for she is fairly 
sure, because of her lifelong connec- 
tions, to be taken seriously. The au- 
thor has apparently had a most unfor- 
tunate and unhappy life, but why 
“Parade Ground” it before the public 
at large?

few indeed, in which our boys are im- 


plicated are due entirely to influences 
outside of the Navy and to the asso- 
ciations which they may make when 
they are on shore. Can any other com- 
munity in this country boast a better 
record? Remember that it is not 
money, not force, but political pre- 
ferment, which puts our lads to the 
front, but plain. sheer ability and 
character. 

Within the Naval Service such things 
as- anarchy and revolution cannot ex- 
ist. The seed dies the moment it is 
dropped into the soil. I ean give you 
instances of this.. Sometimes when our 
sailors have been ashore they have had 
seditious pamphlets put into their 
hands by little girls on the streets 
acting as agents for others, and these 
pamphlets read somewhat as follows: 
“Sailors Arise Against Your Oppres- 
sors.” What do you think happens to 
these pamphlets when they are put 
into the hands of our men? They are 
turned in immediately and I have had 
them sent to me personally from sail- 
ors on some of our battleships who 
refused to have such contaminating 
literature in their possession. I. have 
had high officials in banks and else- 
where ask me if I could recommend 
this or that service man who wanted 
a position of trust in his organiza- 
tion, and almost invariably the request 
has been accompanied with the state- 
ment “we like to have such men with 
us, they are dependable and trust- 
worthy.” These are practical expres- 
sions of praise coming from sources 
entirely outside of the Navy but they 
may give you an idea of what some 
of our leading men think of the char- 
acter of the boys that form the rank 
and file of our Service. I know of a 
case, and perhaps you may have read 
the editorial comment upon it, where 
two boys on one of our destroyers hap- 
pening to read in their local paper ad- 
verse comment which had been made 
in the press upon the statement of 
some of our admirals during the dis- 
cussion upon the London Treaty, took 
occasion to write to this local paper 
in the endeavor to set it correct and 
to give the iocal authorities their views 
on what they thought of their admir- 
als. These boys knew not one of the 
men that they defended but the letter 
they wrote was such a clean, manly, 
straightforward expression of how 
they felt toward the Service an dof the 
loyalty that they had toward it and 
toward their officers that it received 
favorable editorial comment. It shows 
that in the rank and file of our Serv- 
ice we have many young men who 
think, and think clearly, and who act 
wisely and honestly. If the seeds of 
anarchy, revolution and dissatisfaction 
had existed within our Service do you 
think you could have gotten such an 
expression of loyalty from the young 
men who compose it? No! The Serv- 
ice is a happy community. When we 
enter it we realize that the opportuni- 
ties for business advancement are not 
ours; we know too that we will serve 
all of our lifetime, receiving less 
money, much less money, than those 
who have attained similar positions in 
the outside walks of life. We know, 
every one of us, that when we die we 
may leave our families poor and de- 
pendent, and yet with all, there is 
such a love of service, and back of it, 
love of Country, that you will find 
much of the fine youth of the Nation 
willing to go and take a chance in the 
Naval Service. 

The mothers who gave sons to the 
last war know what the Navy did to 
take them safely across the ocean and 
to bring them back home after. The 
parents who today give sons to the 
Service know what a benefit has come 
into their lives and into the home.

C., to Ft. Bragg, N. C.; Montgomery, 
Ala., to Monroe, La. Monroe, La.; to 
Dallas, Tex., via Shreveport, La.; Dal- 
las, Tex., to Midland, Tex.; Midland, 
Tex., to El Paso, Tex., via Pecos, 
Tex.; Ft. Sill, Okla., to Midland, Tex.; 
Middletown, Pa., to Buffalo, N. Y. 


It is estimated that this project will 
involve about a year’s work, the com- 
pilation work on each map requiring 
approximately six weeks. The Engin- 
eering Reproduction Plant in Washing- 
ton makes a compilation of maps from 
various government sources in Wash- 
ington, and the* Air Corps has con- 
sidered it desirabie that each route be 
flight-checked and corrected by actu- 
ally checking each feature which can 
be used as a landmark, in order to 
insure that there are no errors. 


Lt. Peterson, one of the veteran pi- 
lots in the Army Air Corps, is an ex- 
perienced photographic officer. He 
completed the aerial photographic 
course at the Air Corps Technical 
School at Chanute Field, Rantoul, IIl., 
several years ago.

He is a college 
graduate who has specialized in en- 
gineering work. He is a brother of Lt.

Navy To Survey 
HE Navy will commence in Decem- 
ber an aerial survey of the island 
of Porto kice at the request of Gover- 
nor Theodore Roosevelt. The project, 
which has received the sanction of the 
bureau of insular affairs in the War 
Department, is to be undertaken pri- 
marily to aid in a soil survey which 
for some time has been studied by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture at the request of the Porto Rican 
government. F 
The aerial survey expedition will be 
commanded by Lt. Carleton McGauly, 
Jr., USN, now attached to the Naval 
Air Station, Hampton Roads, Va. Lt. 
McGauly will be assisted by three naval 
aviators, a photographic officer, two 
aviation pilots, four enlisted photog- 
raphers, and 12 enlisted mechanics. The 
expedition will use three amphibian 
planes and will base on board the USS 
Hannibal, naval survey ship. The serv- 
ices of a minesweeper, yet to be de- 
tailed, will be placed at the expedi- 
tion’s disposal.

Financial Digest 


URING the recent period of mar- 

ket travail developments in com- 
modity markets have been ignored, 
states the E. A. Pierce & Co., in a 
recent stock letter. Competent observ- 
ers, after closely studying the recent 
performance of commodities, are on 
record as believing that prices have 
seen bottom and are fast establishing 
stability, perhaps preparatory to grad- 
ual recovery. 

Relationship between commodity 
markets and the stock market, while 
apparently ignored during the past few 
weeks, is still a vital one and further 
evidence of commodity price improve- 
ment may be a sustaining factor in 
stimulating the tone of the stock mar- 
ket and in providing a background for 
more confident purchases of stocks. 

The action of the market during the 
past few days tends to confirm the 
idea that the list may be drifting into 
a period of rather dull irregularity, 
where there will be a narrow range 
of fluctuations and little to make an 
appeal to any but day-to-day traders. 

Unfavorable news or developments 
which would lend themselves to un- 
favorable interpretation evidently are 
losing force and we are disposed to 
expect some further improvement, but 
nothing in any way sensational.

placing of landing decks after experi- 
mentation with this type on 25 per cent 
of the 6-inch cruisers,” he declared. 

“We have now about completed the 
five year aircraft building program of 
1000 airplanes, of which one-third are 
held for replacements, and two-thirds, 
or about 666, in actual operation, the 
majority of them with the Fleet, 100 
with the Marine Corps, 200 for train- 
ing at Pensacola, and the rest for 
utility and experimentation,” the Ad- 
miral said later. 

“When the new building program 
for the London Treaty Navy is ap- 
proved by Congress, the numbers of 
planes required by the Navy will of 
course increase,” he continued. “Planes 
will be needed for the aircraft carrier 
just contracted for and for the new 
carriers to be built, as well as for the 
flying deck cruisers when they are 
built, and the 8-inch gun cruisers which 
will carry and operate planes by using 
catapults. 

“I consider the aircraft carriers and 
the landing deck or flying deck cruis- 
ers, the most vital part of the treaty. 
It is most important for the United 
States that we did not limit the air- 
craft carrier tonnage any more than 
was absolutely necessary because con- 
verted merchant ships have a much 
greater potential value in time of war 
than ever before. Formerly they 
could only operate guns of small cali- 
ber for defensive purposes. Now they 
can be fitted with landing decks from 
which planes can be launched, includ- 
ing bombing planes. By such use they 
become potential vessels of great of- 
fensive power. 

“While we are celebrating Navy Day 
and the anniversary of the birth of 
our beloved Roosevelt,” he concluded, 
“we should not forget our merchant 
marine, because the merchant marine 
is one of the most important elements 
of sea power. By the London Treaty 
we have made it possible to gain parity 
in Naval power. We should not be 
content until we have parity in mer- 
chant marine, and therefore, with our 
Fleet, parity in sea power. It has 
even been proposed that battleships be 
abolished. Aside from the arguments 
for and against battleshpis, we can 
not afford to destroy our battleships or 
abolish them as such until we have a 
merchant marine equal at least to that 
of the greatest sea power in the world. 
The importance of a merchant marine 
to sea power and its use in time of war 
as aircraft carriers is so great that 
I believe it would be a wise policy for 
the Government to encourage operat- 
ing companies to construct merchant 
ships which could be used as aircraft 
carriers in time of emergency. The 
merchant marine in recent years, due 
to the wise governmental policies put 
in force, is progressing now as it has 
not been for many years, and our flag 
is again seen over the seven seas. 

“Let us hope that this progress will 
continue, that the London Treaty Navy 
will be built, including its aircraft, and 
the airships as authorized, insuring 
our national security and bringing 
prosperty to the nation.”
